‘Darkness  at  Noon’ 
Production  Slated 
During  February

THE  STAGE  setting  of  the 
play  “Darkness  at  Noon,”  which 
will  be  presented  Feb.  8-il, 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  most 
unusual  thus  far  this  year. 

The  stage  consists  of  a num- 
ber of  flying  shelves  which  are 
cantilevered  at  various  heights 
above  the  stage  with  no  visible 
means  of  support. 

THESE  SHELVES,  which  are 
approximately  seven  in  number, 
suggest  the  illusion  that  actors 
are  standing  in  a space  above 
the  stage  wliich  is  defined  sole- 
ly by  means  of  light.  Abstract 
symbols  in  hues  of  red  and  black 
will  provide  the  background  for 
different  scenes. 

“DARKNESS  at  Noon,”  was 
adapted  from  a novel  of  the  same 
name  by  Arthur  KoesUer.  It  is 
the  story  of  the  Moscow  purge 
trials  of  1937  and  of  a Soviet 
Commissar,  who  is  imprisoned 
for  expressing  an  errant  opinion 
at  the  wrong  time.  The  Commis- 
sar’s earlier  loyalty  and  service 
to  the  party  and  his  subsequent 
torment  and  frustration  and 
eventual  execution  are  dramat- 
ically portrayed  in  the  play.
